of America, with headquarters at 
Chicago, will co-operate in th* tests. 
A specially constructed wagon has 
been designed for the tests by the 
engineering department 
of 
Iowa 
State College. By means of gears 
and a hydraulic pump, driven from 
the wheels, it will be possible to 
put on any predetermined load and 
maintain 
uniform 
load resistance 
from the test wagon, whether it 
travels on a level or up or down 
hill. The teams probably will be re. 
quired to pull a six horsepower load 
to enter,, the load to be increased 
by two horsepower on each succes­ 
sive trial until the maximum is 
reached.

These 
include the Miami school of mines, 
Claremore m ilitary school, Tonka­ 
wa 
business 
school, 
Wilburton 
school of mines and Conner agri­ 
cultural school at W arner, all of 
which were condemned by the re­ 
cent educational 
survey 
of 
the 
state. 
An Remixed statement of 
the 
items vetoed is promised soon by 
the governor's office. 
It was known that the $1,500,- 
000 or $2,000,000 saving effected 
did 
not 
include expected 
slashes 
that will be made at the expense 
of secondary schools whose bills the 
state has been paying. 
"The governor intends to veto a 
lot of secondary state schools out 
of existence,” was the word that 
came from the executive offices. 
Secondary Schools Going 
Abolishment of secondary state 
schools was a recommendation of 
the Oklahoma educational survey.
